stance, In the fight against Gideon the 
Israelites are said to have suffered se 
vere losses- to wit, thirty men. 
T he E g y p tia n arm y which invaded 
P alestine and subjugated the whole 
country counted barely 5,000 soldiers. 
Said confronted his Palestine a d v e rsa ­ 
ries w ith an “arm y” of OOO, w hich iii 
tho course of time was increased to 
1,000 a fte r the “militarists” of those 
days bad persuaded the authorities to 
provide a reserve force, a sort of “laud 
sturui," of 400 w arriors brave aud bold. 
K ing D avid's military establishm ent 
did not exceed his predecessor’s in 
num bers.
